and enable me: I went thro" Cumberland, to uin. 
burgb, and fo to the North of Scotland, viſiting the 
Meetings of Friends every where in thoſe Part, 
and returned by Edinburgh to Glaſzow, and the 
Meetings thereaway : Being in many Places truly 
comforted with Friends, and they encouraged and 
glad in a living Senſe of the continued fatherly Re- 
gard, and Extendings of the Love of God toward 
them in that Nation; amongſt a hard ſelf-conceired, 
and in ſome Places an envious People: And ſtil 
a wicked Spirit prevailed with the mobbiſh Peopl: 
both in Edinburgh and Glaſgow, to delight in diſturb- 
ing Friends in almoſt all their Meetings; ſome- 
times throwing Stones, &c. whilſt others with al 
the Noiſe and vai Sport they could invent, eſpe- 
cially endeavoured to drown the Voice of any whis 
were concerned to miniſter publicly among them: 
Yet at times the Power and Authority of Truth 
aroſe over thoſe wicked Endeavours, and the evi 
Spirit was overborne, and ſo weighed down, that 
ſome of the worſt would go away, and others len 
ſome Attention to the Teſtimony of Truth; and 
Friends were the more edified, and their Faith 
and Hope in God ſtrengthened. This diſturbing, 
envious, perſecuting Spirit, was ſuffered to exet- 
eiſc the Faith and Patience of Friends there, * that

Manner, during many Years: But a Caſe. happen'd 
at Glaſoow, when I was there, ſomewhat remark- 
able; ona Firſt-Day of the Week, the People had 

very much diſturbed us in the afternoon Meeting 
eſpecially, in their uſual wicked and vain Manner, 
and followed Friends after Meeting along a large 

open Street, where there Number increaſed, fome ' 
ſhouting and ſcorning, others throwing Stones and 
Dirt; one Stone of ſome Pounds weight paſſed with 
great Force very near one of my Legs, which if it 

Fad been hit, muſt, I believe have been broken by it; 
pet we were preſerved from much Harm: Whilſt 
the People who were gathered in great Numbers 

about their Docrs, and ſaw what piled, ſeemed 
rather to be pleaſed with the abuſive Behaviour 
of the Mob towards us, than to offer any Diſ- 
couragement to them ; whereupon a Soldier, an 
Engliſhman, began to cry aloud three T'imes, as if 
he had - ſome public Prociamation to make; and 
when he had thereby drawn the Peoples Attention 
to him, he called aloud again, Behold the podly Joaun 


of Glaſgow, hoav they entertain Strangers !-and rep 2 


it three ſeveral times. Which Reproof made the 
People ſo aſhamed, that they moſtly took to their 
Houſes and got out of Sight ; and the more grown 

eople draw ing away, the reſt ſoon left us and made 
off like wiſe, ſo that we had no farther Diſquiet that 
Day; and I heard, when I was at this Place ſome 


Years afcer, that the People had never offered the _ 


like Diſturbance again, either in their Mectings or 
wn their Streets... 
From hence I went down the River Clyde. for 
Ireland, and landed near Belfaft, and thence went 
to Lizbyrn, where ſeveral Friends lived, who re- 
ceived me lovingly. I began to labour diligently 
among Friends, hoping to get clear of the north 
Part of that Nation before the Half-year's Meet- 
ing in Dublin in the Niath Month, which I wy en- 
| I * abled 
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abled to anſwer, in a good Meaſure to my Satis 


faction. At Dublin there was gathered a large 
Body of Friends, not only in a very conſiſtent and 
grave Appearance; but a living and truly religious 
Concern and Zeal for the Truth was upon many 


of them, and great Harmony amongſt them. Here 


I met with our antient and honourable Friend H/7I- 
liam Ldmundſon, whom I had a great Deſire to ſee, 
having a deep and reverent Vale for him from ſee- 
ing him before in Eigland, tho! he knew little or 
nothing of me. For I believed, if I was not what 


1 ſhould be, he would not only obſerve wherein, 


but would deal plainly with me; I went with ſome 
other Friends to ſee him at his Lodgings, where 


he looked ſternly and earneſtly upon me, and ſaid 


little; I fat down and little was ſpoke amongſt us, 
but I abſerved he often caſt his Eye upon me: But 
when we parted from him, he ſeemed more free 
and chearful to me; and in ſeveral of the public 
Meetings I was concerned to teſtif for the Truth 


among them, which both he and other Friends gave 


free Way and Time for, and ſo openly manifeſted 
his Regard to, and Satisfaction with me, as made 
my Way caſy among Friends through the reſt of 
the Nation; and had 2 deeply humbling, and yet 
encouraging Effect upon my Heart, to feel care- 


fully after divine Help and Wiſdom, which alone : 


can ſufficiently qualify for real Service, and pre- 
ſerve in the Way and Work of the Lord. 
I then viſired the meetings, of Friends thro' the 


other Parts of the Nation with Dil once - but tor-

all true Help, I took Leave of Friends at Cork, and 
went over to Mine bead in\Somerſetjbire, having ſome- 
thing remaining upon meto a few Places there- away, 


and about Briſtol; and from hence came pretty di- 


fectly home again, with reverent Awe towards the 
eyer bleſſed Helper. 


And now I ſtaid moſtly about and near home 
with my Friends, in true Comfort (for we were 


made and preſerved truly dear one unto another in 


the Love and Life of- Truth) employing myſelf in 


bodily Labour with Diligence, which I ſtill loved, 


for the Reaſons above-mentioned : But in leſs than 


a Year after, a Concern came upon me to viſit the 


Eaſt Part of the Nation; I ſet forward through 
| Lincolnſhire, Novfolk, Suffolk, Eher, and went over 
the Thames, and through Kent, and Suſex, return- 


ing through Surry to London, and through the mid- 
dle Part of the Nation home, as I remember, in a- 
bout five Months, the ſupplying Preſence and Pow- 
er of Chriſt being mercifully renewed for Aſſiſtance 
from Time to Time. Yet a deeply exerciſing 


Trial for about two Weeks was ſuffered to attend 


me, by a heavy Weight of Trouble and diſtreſſing 
Doubts lying almoſt continually upon me Day and 
Night, eſpecially out of Meetings, which brought 
very narrow Searching of Heart, and much Fear 


of being forſaken of all ſaving Help, and leſt F 
fhould thereby become a Reproach to the glorious 


Name J had made mention of: Let l Was not left 
void of ſome Hope in his Mercy, who is all- know- 


ing. This ſo far affected my Behaviour, that F: 
could not conceal my Sorrow in mourning. alone, 


and 
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and converſing little, though unexpected Relief 
and Supply moſtly attended in Mettings. But as 
was brought ro endeavour and deſire after a tho- 
rough Search, to know the Cauſe wherein I had 


offended, or miſſed the right Way in any Caſe, and 


to double a watchful Waiting and Walking; ſo I was 
ſtrengthned in a Reſolution, or Deſire at leaſt, to

Requiring; if he would but give a clear Under- 
ſtanding thercof, with neceffary Help, whatever it 
was to do: And by Degrees Life ſprang up in my 
Soul through Death ; and a —_ Devotedneſs;

And not long after this, 4 Concern, which had 
been ar Times. moving in my Mind, but at ſome 
Diſtance, to viſit the Churches in America, now 
grew more conſtant and weighty upon me; and my 
late exerciſing Time had contributed to bring me 
into the more quiet and ready Yielding to follow the 
Truth any Way, if it was but caſt up to me clear; 
ſo that when the Matter was freſh before me, I en- 
deavoured to be duly ſtil] and devoted; and when 
it ſeemed almoſt out of Sight, or gone away, I was 
pleaſantly eaſy therewith ; which Refignation and 
Quietneſs IJ have found to be my Dut-, and the ſafeſt 
Way to attain a clear Diſcerning of the Motions of 
Truth in thoſe Caſes, and alſo of the Time ; for I 
am very ſenſible the Lord directs as to Time, as 
well as the Thing in this reſpect.

It was then a very exer- 


eiſing and try ing Time with Friends here, by rea- 


ſon of the bloody Incurſions that the Indians then 


frequently made upon the Engliſh, being hired by 


the French about e which lies behind New- 


Ergland to the North-weſt ; ſo that many of the Bu- 


lib Inhabitants were frequently murder'd in their 
| Houſes, or ſhot, or knock'd down on the Road or 
in the Fields, ſome were carried away Captives; 
and thoſe whom they killed, they cut with their great 
Knives round the Head about the Skirts ot the Hair, 


and then pulled the Skin off the Head; and for e- 
very ſuch Skin, which they call a Scalp, they were 


to have a Sum of Money. Theſe Barbarities cauſ- 


ed many People to leave their Habitations with their 


Families, and to retire into Garriſons, which the 


People built in many Places for their greater Secu- 
Tity. Yet that which was ſorrowful to me to ob- 


ſerve, was that few of them ſeemed to be affe 


with due Conſideration, ſo as to be awakened to 
think rightly of the Cauſe of this heavy Chaſtiſe- 
ment, and be induced to ſeek the Almighty's Fa- 
vour, as they ought. But it was a profitable hum- 
bling Time to many of our Friends, who general- - 
ly ſtood in the Faith, and kept at their uſual Pla- 

ces of Abode, tho* at the daily Hazard of their

Spreading of Truth, and alſo becauſe of the dark 
and envious' Induſtry of their Preachers to hinder 
them, by monſtrous Miſrepreſentations of Friends; 
Yet ſome did come, and behaved with Attention; 


and the true Love and Power of Truth being mea- 


ſurably with us, they carried ſuch ſatisfactory Ac- 
counts to their Neighbours, as tended much to be- 

riends and the Doctrines of Truth. Yer I often 
thought that a thick Cloud ſeem'd to be over tht 
Country, and eſpecially about Peſton and Parts 
near it; tho* Light ſeemed to me* to be breaking

From Boſton we travelled back up the more Weſt- 


ernparts, towards Providence, having Meetings with 
Friends; and I was not eaſy without going up to 
ſome of the latter ſettled Towns, to ſee if we could 
have ſome Meetings among them; the People 
there-away being little acquainted with Friends, or 
their Principles. We accordingly went to ſeveral 
Towns, being accompanied with two Friends, and 
ſought for Liberty to have ſome Meetings among 


| them, but the People were afraid either to grant 


Room, or to come to a Meeting; yet we found 
ſeveral willing to conyerſe with us (asking Queſtions, 
and receiving Anſwers) and who ſeemed pleafed to 
be better informed. Several groſs Miſrepreſent- 
ations concerning Friends and Truth, which had 
been ſpread amongſt them, were confuted and clear- 
ed away; with which many ſeemed well pleaſed in 
ſeveral Places ; ſo that we returned in Peace and 
Satisfaction, believing we were in our Duty, and 
that our Labour there- away was of ſome Service. 
Me came back to Rhode /ſland, and after having 
a few Meetings on that Iſland and near it (where 
there is a pood and valuable Body of Friends, with 


whom we were comforted in the heavenly Father's 
Love and Regard) we came back to Long-Iand and 
| New-York, and had ſome large and heavenly Meet- 
ings thereaway ; where ſome were convinced of 


the Truth, and joined honeſtly with Friends. We 
alſo had Drawings to viſit ſome Towns towards the 
Eaſt- end of that Iſland, being ſome Days Journey 
from the Places where almoſt any Friends dwelt:

with another with ſame Heat, we ſtanding ſtill with 
an innocent Chearfulneſs ; for the Love and Pre- 
ſence of Chriſt was meaſurably with us, and much 
beyond our Expectation comforted us; the People 
were pleaſed to ſee the poor, dark, envious Man, 
who gave us this Trouble confounded.

Accounts brought from the ſeveral Parts belong- 
ing to this Meeting: Friends generally keeping 
their Places and Habitations in the Faith, and were 
eminently | preſerved in that diſtreſſing, bloody 
Time, when the Sword, like a Scourge, afflicted 
the Country. We then were free to go from 
thoſe Parts, and return toward New-Zork, we took 
our Leave of Friends in much Nearneſs of Heart, 
under a Senſe of the Lord's bleſſed Prefence and.

to take our Leave of thoſe Parts in order to viſit 
Barbados.

There was 
a Prieſt toward the farther Part of the Iſland who 
grew very angry about us, calling us Deceivers and 
Deluders; and gave out that he would diſpute with 
us: We thereupon let him know, that tho? we 


were not much” in love with ſuch Opportunities, 


they often proving more noiſy than really eclifying; 
yet as he had frequently taken the Liberty to ca- 
Jumniate and aſperſe us as a People, and the Doc- 


trine of Truth which we had to publiſh, in a pub- 
lic Manner behind our Backs, we were willing to 
meet him in a public Place, when and where he 


would appoint, that we might make our Defence ? 
He then ſent us | Word by Letter, that he would 
only have a private Conference before ſix of our 


People, and he would bring as many with him! 


Rut we choſe that the Meeting might be ſo public 


as that all might come and hear who deſired it; 
which as it was his own Propoſal at firſt, he could

The 29ih having a good ſeaſoning Opportunity 
in the Evening before with many Friends at our 
Lodging, and a bleſſed open Time in Supplication 
with the Family and ſome otiers, we took our Leave

Cheſter, accompanied by many Friends; the net 
Morning we took Leave of them and Friends there, 
and went on board the Ship called the Globe, bound 
for South Carolina, which had been before me mot 
of the Journey ; we ſail'd down the River, and nent 
Moruiuig went aſhore at Nezrcaſtle, and had a pre- 
cious open Meeting with Friends there in the Lone 
of Truth. The 22d we went on board again, and 
ſet ſail for Charles-7cawn, to v hich Piace we had a 
ſafe, tho*fome what flow Paſſage, and got well thither 


the 16th of the Tenth Month, being the Seventh 


of the Week, and were at Meeting on Firit Day; 


with the few Friends in the Place, ſome mode rate 


People coming in, and the Lord mercifully owned 
us, and gave us a good Time among them; tho 
the main Part of the People in that Country ſeemed 
a careleſs, dark People, in Matters of Religion. 
We likewiſe had trveral Mectiings in other Parts 
of the Country, wherein the Lord opened free 
ly in his Power and Wiſdom to declare the 
Way of Life and Salvation to the People. We 
had alſo divers Meetings in Garles Joaun; and 
tho' there are but a few Friends there- away, yet 
there were ſome with whom we were comforted; 
and to whom our Viſit was of Service. Divers of 


the People, and ſome ef theſe the Chief of the Place, 
were alſo ſomewhat reached by the Fruth, and 
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were very loving; but many ſeemed much above
